(See column 8, lines 65-68 
of Kasai et al.), and therefore the polymer particles prepared by the process of Kasai et al. can be used as seed particles to prepare 
polymer particles having a much larger particle diameter, i.e. multistep seed polymerization process. (See column 9 lines 1-4 of Kasai et 
a1 .). This is not found persuasive because in the "one step" process of the instant claims the seed particles are used that are also
